The following from Appleton'i Ameri- 


can Encyclopedia, i* probably the most 
comprehensive and ben account of the 
oiigm of TbaaUigtving Day that can be 
had troui any source : 


ThankigiviugDay.ian annual religious 


festival observed m the United Stitei, 
and particularly In New KagUud, sug- 
gested by the Hebrew feast of tabernacles, 
or "feast of iagalbeiing at Ihe end of tbe 
year." The occasional observance of a 
day of,lhank»glvlng,form«lly recommend- 
ed by tbe civil authorities, w»s not unusual 
in Europe, and such a day was observed 
In Leyden, Holland, Oct. 8, 1573, tbe first 
annlvrriary of the deliverance of that 
city from siege. la 1008 tbe Pilgrim 
Cburcb, exiled from England, went to 
Holland, and remained there till IflW, 
when It sent off the Mayflower colony to 
New England. After the flrst harvest of 
the colonist* it Plymouth, In 1821, Gov. 
Bradford tent four men out at fowling, 
that they "might, after a more special 
manner, rejoice together." ID July, 1848, 
a day of tenting and prayer WHS appoint- 
ed on account of drought. Rain came 
abundantly while they were praying, and 
the governor appointed a day of thanks- 
giving, which was observed with religious 
services. Tbe Cbarleitown record* ibow 
a tlmilar change of fail day Into lhanki- 
giving in 1631, on account of the arrival 
of supplies from Ireland. In June, 1888, 
Gov. WlDthrop, of the Massicbiueit* Bay 
colony, recommended a day uf thank*- 
giving on account uf tbe action of the 
British privy council favorable to the 
colonies, and invited tbe governor of 
the Plymouth colony to unite with him. 
'Inhere I* a record of the official appoint- 
ment of day* of Ibanksctvlnf in Maata. 
chusett* Bay In 1M3, 1984, 1687, 1688 and 
1639— sometime* of more thu one day In 
tbi tame year; and In Plymouth In 1681, 
1888, 1660, (when the form of the recom- 
mendation indicate* that It had DecoM 
u annual cutnO, 1680 and 1610.

early winter. Occaitonally tbanks«iru| 
day* were appointed by the Dutch |o*er» 
nor* of New Netherland in 1M4, 1641, 
1605 and 1684, and by IM Kngltah gerer- 
nor* of New York in 17S5 and UN.— 
During the Revolution lhaah*|iv1a| d*,T 
WM a national Institution, being anneally 
recommended by Congress; but after the 
general thanksgiving for peace In 1874, 
there waa no national appointment till 
1789, when President Washington, by 
request of congnse, recommended a day 
of thankMrtvlng for the adoption of (he 
constllutlon. Washington issued *> eeo- 
ond thanksgiving proclamation In 17W, 
on account got the suppression of Insur- 
rection. President Madison, by reqaetl 
of congress, recommended tbankifivtnf 
for peace In April, 1810. But the official 
recomm-wdalion of tb*nk*(ivlnf day wee 
mainly oonflned to New Eiglaed, where 
regular unurfproclemelion* were Ittued 
by tbe governor* of the state*, end (he 
day wai observed almoil universally with 
religion* twice*, end WM the principal 
tocial and home festive! of the year. The 
prayer book of the Proteeten( Epleopei 
church, ratified In 17W, recommends fer 
k day of thanksgiving the flrel Thursday 
in November, unlete another dey be 
appointed by the civil authorities. There 
were occasional recommendation* by oth- 
er relljriout bodies, and varlou* local out- 
torn* prevailed In different perte of the 
country, but the day WM not regularly 
recommended by the governor of NeW 
York till 1817, and it* adoption In the 
Southern States WM much Inter. In IBM 
Gov. Johnson,of Virginia, recommended 
t day of thanksgiving; but In 1857 Gov. 
Wise, being requeued to do so, publicly 
declined, because unauthorized to inter- 
fere In religious matters.

Blncr that lime such a proclama- 
tion has been issued annually by the 
picsident, as well as by the governors of 
the ttate* and mayor* of the principal 
elites; and custom has fixed the time for 
the last Thursday In November.

It seems to me that If 
parent" would stop to think a moment 
they would gladly co-operate with the 
teachers in these things. It certainly Ii a 
matter of great Importance that tbe chil- 
dren ihould be preserved from ell danger 
of contagion. Tbl* can only be done by 
care and great vigilance on the part of nil. 
It it "troublesome" to both teacher end 
parent to have a child sent home for defi- 
nite Information about a case of ilcknet* 
In the family, bnt when health, and po*- 
slhly life, is involved, should we not be 
willing to take thi* trouble cheerfullyt 
At any rate, parents may rest assured 
tbnt no pain* will be ipared to keep chil- 
dren at home who are In any dsoger of 
communicating any of the diseases usu- 
ally considered contaglou* to other chil- 
dren. 


Is it not a fact that we sometime* lose 


our good sense In dealing with these sub- 
jects in our communities" The paper* 
announced on Saturday that the school* 
in Springfield were (o be cloeed until Jan- 
uary lit oo account of the scarlet fever. 
Tbi* ban since been denied, but tbe fact 
is undisputed that tbe board af health 
were In favor of such action. The rule*

school• concerning 


these contagious diseases are the same M 
in Decatur. Now not a word WM (eld 
aboul closing Sabbath schools, churches, 
place* of amusement, or any other place 
where people are accustomed to assemble, 
and where no attempt is made to even en- 
quire Into ihe beallb or licknes* of thoee 
who may come. I leain that even the 
private schools were not mentioned In 
the proposed action. Will tome one be 
kind enough to inform u* bow it happen* 
that tbe schools, where every cere I* lev- 
ken to keep out contagion, are to much 
worse in ipteadlng It than the place* 
where nothing whatever I* done.

The 
development!! of the last few days seem 
to show that this bold operator in rail- 
rondii ilium at nothing more nor less 
than io gut control of all tlie railway 
linen went of the Missinnippi. 
But u 


few months ago Mr. Gould controlled 
nothing but the Union Pacific, 
At the 


present time he practically owns, it is 
said, over twenty western lines,and how 
many more there in no telling. He now 
holds the destinies of tho Union Paci- 
fic, Kansas Pacific, Wabash, >St. Louis, 
Kan saw City & Northern, Missouri Pa- 
cific, St. Jo'e & Denver, Colorado Cen- 
tral, Utah Southern, Utah Northern, 
St. Louis & San Prancisoo, Paris 
Danville, Peoria, Pckiii &, Jacksonville, 
Chicago & 1'aducah. Chicago & Strawn, 
Denver & South Park, Denver & Ilio 
Grande, Hannibal & St. Joe, Denver 
Pacific, Detroit and Kel river, and a few 
others of minor importance. 
It is not 


known whether ho can control the Chi- 
cago, Hock Inland X Pacific, but, any 
way, 
he is a director in thin road also, 


and so arc a t'uw of his associates,whiob 
gives him a voice in its management.— 
His acquiiemcnt of the Missouri Paci- 
fic and St. Louis & San Frunoisoo,whieh 
has been announced during the last few 
days, gives him control of every line 
leading- west from St. Louis, with the 
exception of the Chicago & Alton, ant 
it wan rumored yesterday that he hue 
lately purchased enough stock of thii 
road to control it. It ia also rumored 
that he is after the Missouri, Kansas &. 
Texas and the St. Louis, Iron Mountain 
& Southern. Tho general 
question 


asked by railway managers and others 
interested in railroads is—What does 
Gould mean by securing control of such 
a vast amount of railroad properly ?— 
It is evident that his present tactics at 
principally directed against the Boston 
syndicate who control tho Chicago, Bur 
lington & Quincy, Burlington & Missou 
ri River in Nebraska and Atohison, To 
peka & Santa Fe, and who arc pushing 
the latter rapidly to the Pacific coast 
Ilia animosity towards the latter enter 
prise is said to bo immense, and his ev 
cry energy is bent towards defeatin 
tho latter project and pushing the mei 
who are backing it to the wall. This i 
clearly shown by his latest exploits, 
it is true that ho has obtained contra 
of the Chicago & Alton and the Mis 
souri, Kansas & Texas, ho has succeed 
ed in cutting off every Kastern i'eede 
of the Atohison, Topeka & Santa F 
except the Chicago, Burlington X ljuin 
cy, and tho latter i.s deprived of an out 
lot at ljuinoy and Hannibal. 


It muni be apparent to every one tha 


Mr. Gould cannot be alone in such 
gigantic scheme, and it is evident Urn 
some large railroad interests in the Kas 
oru aiding him. The evidence is gat 
ling stronger every day that a score 
understanding exists between him an 
Vanderbilt, and probably also with M 
(Urrolt, of the Baltimore AiOhiu. Th 
belief is that these three magnates d 
mean to coin ml ull tho railroad propc 
tv in. tho country. 
Vandurbilt is lu ru 


nil the Kastern roadn to Chicago an 
other Western points, and also tho 
Northwest from Chicago, as is indicate 
by his getting in the directory of tl: 
Chicago <V Northwestern, Gould luakin 
room for him. Gould in also to perm 
Vanderbilt to gobble up tho Krie an 
obtain control of the Canada lines. I 
return, Vanderbilt aids Gould in gottin 
control of all the Western roads ensto 
California and the Pacific coast. Goa 
will give his business to tha Hut to 
Vanderbilt, and Vanderbilt is to give 
the Western to Gould. The Baltimore 
& Ohio is to be allowed to control all 
the Southern business, on condition not 
to compete for traffic north of the Ohio 
& Missssippi. The scheme is the bold- 
est ever attempted in this or any other 
country, and, incredible as it lookp, the 
developments during 
tho past iew 


months seem to indicate that it is seri- 
ously entertained by tho three great 
magnates.

Society of the Army of the Camber- 
land had a business meeting in the fore- 
noon. 
Upon the platform were Qorer- 


nor Matthews, General* Ilartranft, But- 
terfield and Kimball. The meeting wai 
called to order by Qem Jamei A. Gar- 
field, who stated that owing to the ill- 
ness of the president of the society, 
Gen. P. H. Sheridan, he waa onable to 
be present. 


Gen. Jeff C. l)am, the Senior Vice 


President, was unanimously elected pre- 
siding officer, and made a Brief address. 


District Commissioner Pbelpi bid the 


society welcome to the city. 


General Slooum followed with a short 


eulogy upon General George H. Thom- 
as, whoso name would go down to pen- 
tority second to that of no man who 
ever walked the earth. 


A communication was toad from Gen- 


eral Sheridan expressing deep regret at 
his absence; and committees wen ap- 
pointed to nominate officers of the soci- 
ety for the coming year; to decide upon 
the time and place for the next annual 
meeting, and to select an orator for that 
occasion. 


After acme routine business the meet- 


ing was adjourned, and the members 
went to their positions in the proces- 
sion. 


The city presents a gala day appear- 


ance. The streets are thronged with 
people, who are seeking places from 
which to view the march of the Army 
of the Cumberland and the unveiling 
of the statue of General Thomas. 


Buildings, public and private, along 


the rente, are very generally and hand- 
somely decorated. The quartermaster 
general's building is profusely draped 
with the national colors, and displays a 
large number of flags that were torn 
and riddled on battle fields in the Mex- 
ican war. Stretched across the stieet 
is a well-executed portrait of General 
Thomas. The decoration* «t (lie Four- 
teenth street circle, where ttio statue is 
erected, are very rich. 


Around the circle arc thirty-eight 


lofty poles, united by a rope ot over- 
greens, each pole bearing an enniiia, and 
the coat-uf-aruiH of a state and panel 
commemorating the battles in which the 
Army of the Cumberland wan engaged, 
or the name of one of its deceased gen- 
eral officers. 
At each of the four cor- 


ners of the pedestal upon which the, 
statue stand* there is a polo, oorre 
spending with the poles representing 
the stales, and Hanked by stacks of 
muskets and field pieces, tho spaces in- 
tervening being ornamented with pyra- 
mids of cannon balls. 
Hero, also, a 


platform has been erected capable of 
seating 1,500 pontons. The platform 
for speaker* in within this, and it* pan- 
els bear panels on which arc inscribed 
tho names of Anderson, Sherman, Buell 
and IloHcarans. 
In addition to these 


appear panels at various points bearing 
the numcH of lirigadicr Generals Ter- 
rell, 11. S. McCook, Sill, Lytla, Ilarker 
and D.inial McCook, who were killed in 
battle and died of their wounds. Hun- 
dreds ol other panel H Mattered through- 
out tho decorations arc inscribed with 
the names of all tho corps and division 
commanders of the Army of the Cum- 
berland. The handsome private resi- 
dences aroun^ the circle are also very 
tastefully decorated.

son Sonar* Chnrch—a Useful 


Life Bate*. 


Fro-a the Baltimore American, Nov. 21. 
The Rev. L. B. Carpenter, pastor of 


he Jackson Square M. E, Church, died 
cry suddenly last night, at about 11 
'clock, at tbe parsonage adjoining tbe 
hurch. He had been seemingly en- 
oying his usual health, and during the 
vening had been sitting in his parlor, 
.alking with some friends of the church. 
After they lett he went up stairs to bis 
room, took up a paper, and fell to the 
loor, dying in a few moments. 
Dr. 


?homas B. Evans was summoned, and 
decided that death had resulted from 
iara)ysis of the heart. 


Rev. Mr. Carpenter waa one of the 


lest known and most eloquent preach- 
ers of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
n this city, and tbe new* of his very 
sndden and unexpected death will be 
a shock to a very large number of the 
members of that church. 
He had 


served as clergyman only five year* in 
this city, but in that lime be gained 
tost* of friends. He was an eloquent 
speaker, and was often (elected by the 
Old Defenders' Association and also by 
the Grand Army of the Republic to de- 
iver addresses before (hem. 
During 


the war he was a strong Union man, 
and always adhered to the political doc- 
trines he then espousad. 


Ilev. Lnoien Bonaparte Carpenter 


was born in Derby, Vermont, July 4th, 
1839, and was consequently in the for- 
tieth year of his age, in the prime of 
manhood when death overtook him, 
From early boyhood be manifested a 
passionate fondness for reading, and at 
a very early age bad amassed a large 
fund of information. 
At the ago of 


twelve he mastered all tbe branches of 
a common school education and ocm- 
menoed the study of Greek and Latin, 
At the age of fifteen be delivered lec- 
tures in Now England villages. 
He 


was at an early age thrown upon his 
own resources for support, ana deter- 
mined to educate himself. He founc 
employment in a printing office, *nc 
every moment that conld be ana tehee 
from labor be devoted to study until he 
mattered the classics and the higher 
mathematics. At the age of eighteen 
he went west as a sonool teaeher, and 
located near Springfield, Illinois. Hi 
had decided upon the law as a proxss 
lion, but after his conversion in the 
spring of 1857 he became strongly im 
pressed that the ministry was his proper 
field of labor. He united himself to 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, was 
licensed a* a local preacher six months 
later, and in tbe fall of 1858 was re 
eeived into the Illinois Conference 
While with this conference he filled ap- 
pointments at Naples, Petersburg, Car 
rollton, Beardstown, Hillsboro and De 
catur. In 1870 he was transferred t< 
the Indiana Conference and stationet 
at Trinity Church, Kvansville, one of 
the largest and moat influential congre 
gations in that state. 
He waa after 


terwards transferred to Wheeling, W 
Y.j but failing health necessitated 
change of scene and climate. In 187* 
he was transferred to Baltimore ant 
appointed to take charge of Grace M 
K. Church. The membership of this 
congregation was not large, but it in 
creased under his ministerial guidance 
until two years afterwards the congre 
gation grew to be one of the largest am 
most influential in the city, necessita 
ting the building of the beautifu 
structure on Lafayette Square, one, a 
the largest and 
most 
coinmodioui 


churches in the city. Mr. Carpente 
remained pastor of the congregation for 
four years, the church still increasing 
in membership, the pews bringing ro 
rnunerative rates, and the pastor con 
atiintly gaining reputation as an el 
oquent preacher. 
At 
the 
end 
ol 


the four years under the discipline 
his timo of service with the con 
gation expired, much to the regret o 
the members. He was transferred to 
the Exeter Street Methodist Episcopa 
Church in 1878, and the following yea 
was appointed to Jackson Square M. K 
Church, where he remained until the 
day of his death. His reputation as an 
eloquent preacher followed him wher 
ever he went, and he was frenuentlj 
asked to deliver lectures and address* 
before socl&tleg. He leaves a wife and 
three children, all young. Two of them 
Alt on a visit to Crawfordsvlllo, Ind. 
and tfef* telegraphed for last night by 
Dr. Kvani, the family physician. l>r 
Evans had b««l attending Mr. Carpcn 
tcr for several months, the latter often 
complaining of heart disease. 
He wa 


out on the streets yesterday afternoon 
attending to his duties, and s few sea 
onds bsfore his death, which ovcurroi 
at 11 o'clock last night, was in the ram 
cheerful moed, Tbe announcement b 
Dr. Evans, who examined him, that ho 
was dead, shocked his wife and tbowe 
who had conversed with him but a fe< 
moments before.

BRANT AND THE GREAT CANAL. 


Niw YORK, Nov. 25.—One of the 


large** flrea for tome time pait in tbii 
city took place thia morning. Shortly 
before 7 a fire waa ditcovered in the •ta- 
blet of the Eighth Avenue Hone Car 
Ral!road,and notwithstanding that with- 
in five minntea after the<Uwov*ry forty 
ttreami of waUr were tu.ned upon the 
bluing building, it waa only when there 
waa nothing further for the flamet to 
feed upon that the firemen got the mat- 
tery.. Tho lUble* were in the four 
•tory brick building fronting 200 feet 
OD Eighth avenue and 400 feet on Forty 
ninth and Fiftieth itreet*. In tbo reir 
on the Ninth avenue eide, is a wilder- 
net* of carpenter and wagon shop*, and 
mountain* of old barrel*, many thou- 
sands tucked to the height of 30 or 40 
feet. Thete were laved together with 
tome tenement house*un Ninth avenue. 
Almott before the effort to tave the 
stock in the ttables could be made, the 
flamti burst timultaneootly from the 
windowt on Forty-ninth and Fiftieth 
itreet*. The cara on the flrit floor were 
ran out and saved. 
The honei italled 


on the upper floori were untied, and ran 
down the inclinid plane to the ground. 
There were nearly 600, and blinded by 
imcke and frightened by the flainet,they 
kieked and reared, and over 100 had to 
be abandoned to deitruotion. Their 
piteoui whinneying oould be heard 
above the roar of the flaiaei. Two 
brick building!, cut into the liable 
building on the corner were laved.— 
When tho balei of hay caught, the 
bunting of the bin that bound the balci 
oauted an exploiion that thattered the 
tide of the building and threw a brick 
wall into the street. 
It fell with 


oruihiog force upon a ladder, on which 
were Chief Campbell, foreman; John 
Welih, of Engine 8, and Firemen Henry 
C. Mount and John Regan, of the satuu 
company. Each and all were buried 
under the smoking mat*, and a shout 
of horror went up from the spectators. 
Their comrades initantly fell to the 
work of rescue and loon all were re- 
covered bruiied, bleeding and insensi- 
ble, 
Mount had bii skull and leg 


fractured, and wit aho injured inter- 
nally. He died an hour at'terwarda in 
the hospital Regan had his log brok- 
en and wat badly out. Chief Campbell 
and Foreman Welih were painfully but 
not' seriously hurt, and remained on 
duty. Hardly hid the firemen and 
spectators recovered from tho excite- 
ment caused by the fall of the wall,, 
when it was rumored that a firemen had 
fallen into the burning building, but a 
muster of companies later showed that 
all tho men wore present except tboie 
taken to the hospital. Soon after the 
walls on Fiftieth itreet fell with a 
crash. The flamot leaped aoroii the 
street, threatening the houses there. 
The occupants fled, and a thief attempt- 
ing to enter one wai buttled off to the 
police ttation. The firemen gave their 
attention entirely now to the surround- 
ing property, the stables being t man 
of ruins. By 10 o'clock all danger of 
the spread of tho fire was over and a 
number of the «ngin*s wore sent to 
their quarters. 
The others remain, 


pouring water upon the dying flames. 
The loss ii estimated at about $250,- 
000; iniuranne, $!!76,000.
